off the Lizard lightship, on the south-
enstern coast of England.

The coming race promises to be the
greatest of {ts kind ever salled over the
ocean from one coutinent to another.

Two years
ago she beat the kaiser’s own yacht, the
Meteor. The Hamburg was designed
by the famous Eunglish bullder, George
I. Watson. The Ameriean yachts en-
terad are all well known for thelr speed
and Include the Atlaantic, Apache, Uto-
wanny, Endymion, Allsa, Hildegarde,
Thistle and Fleur<le-Lys.
